The  present  List  offers  seeds  of  various 
new  species,  together  with  such  older  kinds 
as  may  be  particularly  suitable  for  late 
spring  or  summer  sowing.  It  does  not  re¬ 
place  List  No.  14,  but  is  intended  as  a  sup¬ 
plement  to  it.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
seed  is  of  my  own  growing,  but  part  of  it 
comes  from  other  growers  and  from  col¬ 
lectors  in  various  odd  corners  of  the  world. 
Seed  is  offered  subject  to  arrival,  although 
I  expect  to  have  nearly  all  sorts  in  hand 
when  this  list  is  mailed.  I  try  to  send  out 
only  good  seeds,  but  I  cannot  control  the 
conditions  under  which  they  are  planted, 
and  I  do  not  guarantee  the  results,  nor  will 
I  be  in  any  v/ay  responsible  for  the  crop. 
If  these  conditions  are  not  acceptable,  seed 
purcnased  is  to  be  returned  at  once,  when 
money  paid  for  it  will  be  cheerfully  re¬ 
funded. 

PAYMENT — All  prices  are  post-paid  and 
safe  arrival  is  guaranteed.  Money  orders 
are  preferred  remittance  form,  but  personal 
checks  are  acceptable.  Please  send  full 
payment  with  orders.  I  do  not  ship  C.O.D. 
SPECIAL  PACKAGES — These  contain  not 
less  than  three  times  as  much  seed  as  the 
regular  retail  packets.  They  are  sometimes 
called  TRADE  PACKETS. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS— A  leaflet  giv¬ 
ing  full  directions  for  growing  various  bulbs 
from  seed,  is  sent  out  with  every  lot  of 
seeds  sold.  It  is  not  necessary  to  request  it. 

IXIOLIRION  PALLASI 

This  pretty  flower  is  called  the  Ixia  Lily 
from  the  shape  of  the  blooms,  although  it 
belongs  to  the  Amaryllis  family.  The  grace¬ 
ful  stems  bear  many  clusters  of  beautiful 
deep  blue  trumpets.  Easy  to  grow,  and  a 
splendid  addition  to  the  garden.  In  the 
north,  the  bulbs  are  usually  lifted  and  stored 
like  gladioli,  but  in  mild  climates  they  will 
carry  over  winter  in  the  garden.  Pkt.  20c;

SEEDS  OF  INTERESTING  SUCCULENTS 

The  succulents,  bizarre  and  exotic  in  ap¬ 
pearance,  with  their  thick  fleshy  leaves  and 
odd  shapes,  are  yet  just  as  easily  grov/n 
from  seed  as  the  other  and  m*ore  usual  per¬ 
ennial  plants.  Many  of  them,  in  addition 
to  their  interesting  form,  have  exceedingly 
attractive  flowers.  The  kinds  offered  are 
winter  hardy,  with  the  exception  of  Aloe, 
and,  in  the  colder  regions,  Echeveria. 

Sempervivum,  Hardy  Blend — The  leaves 
are  short  and  thick,  carried  in  compact 
rosettes,  and  are  often  red  spotted  to¬ 
ward  the  tip.  Evergreen  in  winter.  In 
the  so-called  spider-web  forms,  the  en¬ 
tire  plant  appears  to  be  covered  with 
silvery  cob-web  filaments.  The  flowers, 
in  dense  heads,  are  variously  colored. 
Sempervivums  are  of  easiest  culture, 
thriving  even  in  sandy  wastes,  and  they 
are  unsurpassed  for  rock  work  or  for 
covering  dry  banks.  Pkt.  20e;  special 
pkg.

Sedums,  Mixed — Hardy  perennials  grown 
primarily  for  the  ornamental  value  of 
the  thick  succulent  leaf  formation,  al¬ 
though  many  also  have  showy  flowers.

Echeveria  Mixed — These  have  fleshy,  suc¬ 
culent,  often  brightly  colored  dense  ros¬ 
ettes.

THE  CACTUS 

Cacti  carry  an  ever  intriguing  interest  in 
their  weird  and  curious  stem  formations, 
but  quite  aside  from  this,  they  are  worth 
growng  for  the  richly  hued  and  fragrant 
flowers  that  so  many  of  them  possess.  They 
are  easily  raised  from  seed  and  fit  well  into 
the  window  garden,  or  may  be  used  in  rock¬ 
ery  or  border  in  summer.  Some  kinds  are 
even  winter  hardy. 

Cactus,  Night  Blooming  Cereus  (C.  Nyc- 
ticalus) — A  magnificent  house  or  green¬ 
house  species,  producing  immense  pure 
white  cup-shaped  flowers  with  orange 
sepals.  These  open  in  early  evening  and 
fade  the  next  day.  With  large  speci¬ 
mens  there  may  be  several  blooms  open 
at  once.  Has  the  fragrance  of  vanilla. 
10  seeds  for  25c;  45  seeds  for  $1.00. 
Cactus,  Echinocactus  Uncinatus — Ridged 
and  knobby  cylindrical  plants  growing 
to  six  inches,  covered  with  tufts  of 
spines  that  in  young  plants  are  purple 
but  white  in  older  ones.

Generally  the  fleshy  stem 
branches  are  flat  and  jointed,  but  species 
differ  as  greatly  in  form  as  in  size.  Sev¬ 
eral  kinds  bear  delicious  edible  fruit, 
and  all  of  them  have  pretty  flowers.

Cactus,  Ornamental  Blend — Cacti,  the  most 
curious  of  plants  in  view  of  their  odd 
diversity  of  form,  are  yet  among  the 
most  beautiful  if  we  consider  the  per¬ 
fume,  size  and  brilliant  coloring  of  their 
flowers.  They  are  particularly  suitable 
for  window  culture,  thriving  even  under 
neglect,  and  they  likewise  offer  an  effec¬ 
tive  contrast  when  plunged  in  the  rock¬ 
ery  for  the  summer,  or  grouped  attrac¬ 
tively  in  the  open  border.  Tiny  Cacti 
are  much  used  in  the  new  hobby  of  “dish 
gardening.’’  All  members  of  the  Cactus 
family  grow  readily  from  seed.  Pkt.  of 
35  seeds  for  25c;  100 ‘seeds  for  60c;  500 
seeds  for  §2.50;  1000  seeds  for  §4.00. 


Cactus,  Hardy  Blend — We  think  of  Cacti  as 
rather  exotic  plants,  but  there  are  a 
number  of  interesting  and  variable  forms 
among  the  lower  growing  Opuntias  that 
are  hardy  in  the  north,  some  even  in 
Canada.  These  may  be  left  in  the  open 
ground  the  year  around,  but  it  is  well 
to  give  them  some  protection  from  heavy 
snows  that  may,  by  their  weight,  break 
down  the  fragile  branches.  The  hardy 
Cacti  all  have  attractive  flowers  in 
shades  of  sulphur  yellow,  rose  or  red- 
orange.
